Counsel for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission said such indict- 
ments might be presented in any dis- 
trict through which the shipments 
went and that the statute of limita- 
tions was nearly run on the @outhero 
Pacific charges. 

Local counsel for the Western Pa- 
cific Company said the taking over 
of the Simmons Company lease was 
innocent and that the company fully 
expected to find a tenant and suffer 
no loss, but that the street was torn 
up for a year and the lease became 
a loss. 

H. C. Booth, of the law department 
of the Southern Pacific Company at 
San Francisco, said that payments of 
40 cents a ton warehouse charges had 
been made in 1910 and 1911 on grain 
for farmers under tariffs filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the California Rallroad Com- 
mission, but the grain buvers de- 
manded similar treatment and the 
tariff not being clear, were granted 
such concessions to avoid litigation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Dist-Atty. 


Charles A. Perkins declared in a 
Statement tonight that the testimony 
given by James Marshall at the trial 
of Police Lievtenant Charles Becker 
was secured from Marshall substan- 
tially as he afterwards gave it on the 
witness stand, in the form of an am- 
davit, within tén minutes after he 
was brought into the District Attor- 
ney’s office upon his arrival in this 
city, before the trial. 
Mr. Perkins went into various points 
in the affidavit alleged to have been 
made by Marshall in Philadeiphia. 
“The statement made by Marshall 
is absolutely false,” declared Mr. Per- 
kins, “in so far as it says that he 
was requested to give his testimony. 
He was never requested by an as- 
sistant District Attorney to do so. 
When he reached here he was taken 
to the District Attorney's office and 
questioned about what he knew of 
the Becker case. In ten minutes he 
had made a statement which was re- 
duced to the form of an affidavit, 
Substantially identical with the testi- 
mony he gave at the trial. 
“Ever since last August we have 
known directly from him that he wes 
being offered money to make and sign 
a statement to the effect that the tes- 
timony given by him at the trial was 
untrue. We also know from him that 
he was being threatened and was in 
constant fear of bodily harm unless 
he would make a retraction. He was 
told that such retraction would not 
hurt him; that there was money in 
it, and that he would get hurt if he 
didn’t make it.” 
Mr. Perkins said that on Monday 
the papers in the Becker appeal prob- 
ably would be filed In the District At- 
torney’s office for the argument which 
will take place about the middle of 
March before the Court of Appeal in 
Albany. He did not deny that the 
affidavit said to have been made by 
Marshall in Philadelphia might be 
brought forward as ground for a mo- 
tion for a new trial, but he thought it 
probable in such an event the Court 
of Appeal hearing the motion would 
demand the presence of Marshall 
himself to corroborate the affidavit.

Washington Supreme Court Up- 

holds Right to Deal With Shipments 

When Found Infected.

OLYMPIA (Wash.) Feb. 13.—The 
State Supreme Court today upheld the 
right of the horticultural commis- 
sioner to destroy shipments of po- 
tatoes found to be infected with 
disease, in a decision handed down 
affirming the decision of King county 
Superior Court, Seattle, in a suit 
brought by the Los Angeles Berry 
Growers’ Co-operative Association, 
against Fred A. Huntley and others. 

The Supreme Court upholds the 
lower court in finding that Huntley, as 
state commissioner, had a right to 
destroy a shipment of potatoes found 
to be infected with a certain disease. 
The plaintiffs admitted that the condi- 
tion of the potatoes justified the de- 
struction if there was any law cover- 
ing the point. Under the jaw the 
court holds potatoes are “horticul- 
tural products.”

Another inquiry based upon the 
complaint of Robert W. Armstrong 
against the rates charged by the Pa- 
eine Electric between this city and 
west beach cities will be started to- 
morrow by the State Railroad Com- 
mission, with Commissioner Edgert- 
son on the bench. The hearing will 
be held in the commigsion’s rooms 
in the Bullard block, beginning at 10 
o'clock. 

The complaint had its inception 
over a year ago, almost coincident 
with the birth of the Los Angeles 
Rate Association, now defunct. Be- 
eral hearings have been accorded the 
Armstrong allegations to date.

BUS IS PROOF 
OF BAD FAITH. 


— — 


Railway Specialist Decries 
June Moral. 


Capital Benefit to City For- 
gotten, He Says. 


While Motor Eyesores are 
Shock to Investors. 


William A. Boland. specialist in sec- 
ond-hand railroads and former con- 
fidential adviser to Russell Sage, looks 
upon our jitney busses as fresh proof 


of his theory that a municipality has — 


no, morals. 
“It is reasonable to expect,” he sald 


* yesterday at the Alexandria, “that the 


same high stahdard of honesty and 
appreciation of benefits, past and 
present, should exist between a mu- 


nicipality and the corporations, as be- 
tween individuals. But in aliéwing the 
jitney bus to operate on your streets, 
unregulated, or slightly so, the city 
is violating the implied assurance 
given by the franchises that the mu- 
nicipality will safeguard, so far as 
reasonable, the investment made by 
the franchise purchaser or holder. 
“Why, I remember,” Mr. Boland 
continued, “the comments of repre- 
sentatives of eastern financial inter- 
ests when H. E. Huntington pur- 
chased the various car lines here and 
began thetr amalgamation into a sys- 
tem whioh, for tts time, was better 
equipped than any other in the coun- 
try. They sald he was discounting the 
future, that he could never expect to 
get his money out of the venture. 
BENEFITS FORGOTTEN. 


“Whether he has or has not is not 
important here. What I wish to em- 
Phasize is that Mr. Huntington, in 
pioneering in street railway construc- 
tion here along larger lines than for- 
merly, conferred certain benefita on 
this city—benefits now forgot by those 
in power who allow streets to be con- 
geated by antiquated machines, with 
resultant loss of revenue to the street 
car company. For one thing, it can 
ecarcely be questioned that one of the 
reasons this city made its unques- 
tioned phenomena! growth is that Mr. 
Huntington saw to it that the electric 
lines should pioneer the way along 
possible lines of growth. 

“If Mr. Huntington and those agso- 
clated with him,“ and Mr. Boland 
brought down his hand with a whack 
on the table in front of him, “are not 
entitied to consideration as the con- 
ferrers of past benefits on this city, 
then I ask what inducement does this 
or any other city offer capital for the 
expenditure of money on public utill- 
ties? It seems to me a case of throet- 
cutting, with the city setting the ex- 
ample.”’ 

Here to look over the field of pos- 
sible investment in the interest of a 
coterie of eastern capitalists, and him- 
self several times a mfllionaire, Mr. 
Boland’s outburst on the jitney was, 
as he phrased it, the ou wth of 
just wrath. 


BUS AN EYESORE. 

“Your jitney is not a thing of beau- 
ty, with its general air of an old shoe 
down at the heel, and passengers 
hanging onto the running boards. To 
me it is an eyesore, a biot on the 
streets of this city. It is more—an ad- 
vertisement to the world that here 
anything goes. 
ny!“ and Mr. Boland entphasized 
every word, “some of us had the idea 
that California was all sunshine and 
roses and old missions and prosper- 
ity. Then to come on a fitney bus! 
Well, it is incongruous in the picture 
that I and many others had, in addi- 
tion to its general undesirabflity as a 
manifestation that a city keeps no 
promises.” 

Mr. Boland, whose war with Edwin 
Hawley for control of the Iowa Cen- 
tral and other roads is part of rail- 
road history, and who was a pioneer 
in electric railway construction in 
Michigan, expects to spend some 
weeks in Southern California before 
returning to his New York office. 


{Manchester Guardian: ] The fight- 
ing in Galicia has reached Wieliczka, 
some six miles from Cracow. Wie- 
liczka is an interesting town, not for 
what is in it but for what is under 
it. The salt mines there are the great- 
est in the world, and the most won- 
derful. They form what amounts to 
an underground town, which might 
have suggested to Jules Verne his un- 
derground community in “The Chil- 
dren of the Cavern” (though, if mem- 
ory rightly serves, Jules Verne's cav- 
ern was in Scotland.) The WieliczKa 
galt mine is two and one-half miles 
long from east to west and 1050 yards 
wide from north to south. It has 
seven levels, the lowest being nearly 
a thousand feet deep, and is entered 
by eleven shafts. The different levels 
are connected by flights of steps 
hewn out of the rock salt. In the 
mine there are chapels, tramways, a 
railway and railway station, a ball- 
room (with a regular orchestra,) and 
several other halls, all hewn out of 
the rock salt with elaborate architec- 
tural decoration. For a hundred 
years the mine has belonged to the 
Austrian government. It employs a 
thousand work people and turns out 
60.000 tons of salt a year. 

There are sixty-five miles of pony 
tramways and twenty-two miles of 
railway in the Wilieliczka salt mines. 
All these lines and the principal pas- 
gages or streets meet in a sort of 
central cavern. Here is a central 
railway station, with spacious waiting- 
rooms, offices, and an excellent re- 
freshment-room all complete, all 
hewn out of the rock salt, and looking, 
according to one description, “more 
like @ summer pavilion than a railway 
station, with its latticed galleries and 
stately pillars gleaming white and 
fridescent.” This its comparatively 
modern of course. The oldest “build- 
ing im the mine is the chapel of St. 
Anthony, dating from 1691. It con- 
tains three altars, a pulpit, and much 
statuary, all elaborately carved out of 
rock salt. But services are now held 


only in the more modern but equally 


elaborate Chapel of St. Cunigund, 
which is entered down forty-six salt 
steps. The chapel is fifty yards long, 
fifteen yards wide, and thirty feet 
high, and is used regularly for wor- 
ship. The ballroom is a huge room, 


where miners’ festivals are often held. 


A miners’ orchestra plays regularly in 
this hall not only for the dances but 
for the entertainment of visitors, for 
the mine is one of the wonders of the 
world and is much visited by tourists. 
There are other big halle in the mine

“A few moments later the servant 
re-entered the room and said she be- 
Meved she would sing George's song to 
me. I told her she had better go on 
to bed and she started away but again 
returned. This time she told me she 
felt queer. My hands feel as big as 
Hamas she said.

whose power of resistance was suf- 
ficient to throw off considerable of 
the poison, assisted the physician in 
treating the women and children. 

It was a most terrible experience,” 
sald Mr. Scott yesterday. “I am sat- 
tefied that all of us would have died 
Dut for the screams of my wife. Had 
we been asphyxiated the chances are 
we would not have been discovered 
until the odor of decayed flesh at- 
tracted attention, for we have been in 
the neighborhood only a short time 
and it is not likely that anyone would 
have broken into the house to inquire 
about us.”

0 UR SELF-APPOINTED KEEPERS. 

The selfappointed keepers of their 
brothers and sisters are again, as usual, leg- 
islating “thou shalt, nots” for the good peo- 
ple of Kansas. As busily as spiders and 
just as useful, they are weaving restrictions 
and limitations. To watch the reformers, 
one would think there is no such thing as de- 
cency and good taste in the world—at least, 
not outside the little coterie of smug Phari- 
sees, vaingloriously asserting that they are 
not as other people, and setting about to tell 
you and me what we shall do and what we 
shall not do. If this keeps up, we may all 
soon find ourselves enmeshed in such a 
tangle of probibitions as the notorious blue 
laws of New England. The reformers set 
it down as the basis for a working principle 
that none but themselves have the intelll- 
gence to decide what they want to eat, to 
drink, to wear, to read or to see: and the re- 
formers are not content with deciding for 
themselves—they are determined to decide 
for us as well. One of these days we may 
find a reformer who doesn’t like turnips, 
and then every patch in the country will be 
ripped out and our old-fashioned New Eng 
land dinner will have to do without its most 
luscious vegetable. 

Nor have we been guilty of exaggeration. 
The folly of the reformers may not be ex- 
aggerated. The Boeotians are no longer to 
be taken as the epitome of foolishness—and 
we find only this consolation amid the monu- 
mental silliness: the reformers are logically 
working out their own damnation. Calf. 
like, they are choking themselves by their 
own rope. 

We present this delectable instance for 
the contemplation of those who sympathize 
with the politically too-plous, and ask what

use of cold cream or a dab of powder on a 
warm day when “he” is coming and it is em- 
inently desirable to look as attractive as pos- 
Yet the only reason that our lovely maid- 
ens are not facing such a contingency is 
that they are not living in Kansas—the State 
that sets the pace for the tagging imitators 
of California. A bill has been introduced to 
make Kansas women under 45 years of age 
guilty of a misdemeanor if they wear ear or- 
naments or treat their faces with cosmetics. 
Face powder, perfume, false hair and bleach- 
ing materials for the hair are among the ar- 
ticles that bill forbids women to use; and it 
also provides that women may not have 
their ears pierced or wear earrings in pub- 
lic places or at private parties. 

We are rather inclined to the opinion that 
the nation is provided with enough laws 
when our professional statute jobbers can 
find nothing better to do than model un! 
forms for school children, as was proposed 
at the former session of the California Leg- 
islature, and to designate the gewgaws that 
women may or may not wear, as is being 
done at the present session of the Kansas 
Legislature. 

Many people have the suspicion, and have 
had it for some time, that reformers intro- 
duce freak bills for the publicity they get. 
A reformer, like a chorus lady, must keep 
his or her name before the public. 

It was perhaps well enough for the Puri- 
tans to make ridiculous laws when they con- 
sidered the devil was a formidable gentle- 
man who snooped around on wintry nights 
and carried off bodily any women that tried 
to make themselves beautiful. The Purt- 
tans were taking what they, believed were 
wise precautions for the physical and spirit- 
ual benefit of their wives and daughters. 
The reformers are merely trying to make 
their own prejudices and hobbies universal. 
If the Kansas and California reformers did 
not like turnips—as well as most other 
things to eat—the chances are that the re- 
maindeg of us would have to fight to allow 
our favorite vegetable to remain in the gar- 
den. 

There are some of us who like to see 
women look pretty, and we don't particu- 
larly care to see women indifferent to their 
appearance. Let the fish-blooded reformer 
merely turn his head away when the charm- 
ing maiden with twinkling earrings comes 
gaily tripping fresh from the “beauty par- 
lor —just as some other people do when 
they see the dowdy woman swaggering 
along in a way to delight the heart of Kan- 
sas reformers.

HE BLUE SKY LAW. 

Commissioner of Corporations Carna- 
han, whose duty it will be to enforce the 
blue sky law, promises a picnic for all good 
corporations, and a woodshed discipline for 
all unrighteous entities. He will allot to 
each corporation a nose that the disgruntled 
investor can pull. He will develop on each 
a capacious breech that can be kicked by 
dissatisfied stockholders, and every facility 
will be offered to the public to damn the 
soul of the mining entity that distributes as- 
sessments instead of dividends. 

Commissioner Carnahan, in enforcing the 
law, promises to wander far from the 
straight and narrow path laid out by those 
who enacted it. He says in his charming, 
naive manner that he “thinks that corpo- 
rations intending to engage in a specula- 
tive venture should be allowed to operate.” 
He does not define what kind of a venture 
will be considered “speculative.” He wil! 
not require a mining company to have a 
hole in the ground, but it must own a place 
where it has a right to dig a hole. A real 
estate corporation that is going to build a 
road to a tract of land it intends to buy, on 
which tract it Intends to build houses, to be 
sold for $1 down and 10 cents a month un- 
til paid for, does not intend to engage in a 
speculative venture. It intends to engage in 
a dead sure thing. and the blue sky law 
will not be enforced against it by the com- 
missioner. 

A corporation to run a roulette game at 
the San Diego fair may be considered as a 
speculative venture, for the Investor in chips 
may possibly beat the game. 

The blue sky law is meddlesome and use- 
less. People who patronize bucket shops, 
and lotteries, and church raffles, and real- 
estate skin games may need guardians, but 


it should not be the business of the State 
to guard them against their own folly.

ESTORATION OF POLAND. 
“And have I lived to see thee sword 
in hand 
Uprise again, immortal Polish land!” 

The progenitors of the Poles, originally 
established on the Danube, were driven 
thence by the Romans to the still wilder wil- 
derness of Central Europe, settling finally 
among the virgin forests and impenetrable 
morasses of the basin of the upper waters 
of the Oder and the Vistula. 

Centuries passed, and the Poles, who had 
no commerce, but were huntsmen, herds- 
men and tillers of the soil, living in loosely- 
connected communities, were compelled by 


the pressure of rapacious neighbors to com- 
bine for mutual defense. They wrested a 
vast province from the Moravian empire, | 
but, though growing in power and in the 
arts of civilization, they were regarded by 
the Germans in the west as Cortez and Pi- 
zarro regarded the Aztecs and the Incas. | 
In the tenth century the Poles accepted 
Christianity, but their conversion was politi- 
cal rather than religious. Under Boleslaus | 
I, the warrior King. a vast kingdom was 
formed extending from the Baltic to the 
Carpathians, and from the Elbe to the Bug. 
Under Boleslaus II and Boleslaus III Sile- 
sia and Pomerania were recovered and Po- 
land was able to maintain her independence 
against Germany. Boleslaus III divided 
Poland into eight principalities and gave 
them to his sons and their descendants. 
These quarreled among themselves, and in 
200 years Poland lost all political signifi- 
cance and became an easy prey to her 
neighbors. During this time Pomerania 
freed herself from the Polish suzerainty. 
The history of Poland during the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries is a his- 
tory of national decadence and factional dis- 
sension. In 1772 a large portion of Poland 
was partitioned between Russia and Prus- 
sia, and in 1773 Austria was admitted to a 


share of the spoll. 


“Hope for a season bade the world farewell, 
And Freedom shrieked when Kosciuszko | 
tell.“ 

In 1791 what was left of Poland was con- 
verted into a hereditary limited monarchy. 
In 1830 Russia seized all of Poland except 
the minute republic of Cracow, and in 1846 
Austria, with the consent of Europe, seized 
Cracow, and the very name of Poland dis- 
appeared. In 1863-64 the Poles revolted un- 
successfully and the national history of Po- 
land was closed. 

Winter, in his work on Poland, in answer 
to the question of what have the Roles ever 
done? says: “It was a Pole, Nikolaus Co- 
pernicus, who first taught that the sun was 
the center of the solar system, and thus 
founded modern astronomy. It was John 
Sobieski, another Pole, who defeated the | 
Tu, ks at Vienna, and by that victory stopped 
an invasion of the followers of Mohammed 
which threatened to overrvn all Europe. 
Thaddeus Kosciuszko, a native of Poland, 
enlisted with the American forces under 
Washington, and proved one of his most 
effective helpers. He was given a vote of | 
thanks by Congress, after the Revolutionary 
War was over, and returned to his own 
troubled country to help fight her battles. 
John Huss, the forerunner of Luther, and 
the rea! herald of the Reformation, although 
classed as a Bohemian, was a Slav; and the 
Poles and Bohemians are first cousins. 
Other Poles in later years have likewise | 
achieved distinction. Helen Modjeska, | 
the eminent tragedienne, was of Polish | 
birth. Henry Sienkiewicz, the author of | 
“Quo Vadis.” is of the same nationality, #s 


is Paderewski, the eminent pianist and com- 


sical composers, both old and modern, have 
been Polish by birth. 

The cablegrams give us no information 
concerning the renaissance of Poland be- 
yond the statement, not fully authenticated, 
that Germany and Austria have agreed to

Yet this is just what thousands of 
people have done and are doing right 
Los Angeles.

WHERE CREDITS DUE. 
It is the building companies that 
have put such homes as this within 


the reach of wage-earners and people 
of small means. There is a good deal 
of decrying of building companies just 
pow; but the fact remains that the 
remarkable growth of home building 
in Los Angeles during the past ten 
years is largely due to the companies 
and corporations that have opened up 
subdivisions and built on a large scale. 
It takes capital to turn barley fields, 
barren hills and abandoned orchards 
into well-improved city streets, lined 
with attractive and comfortable 
homes. At first the building of this 
kind was mainly intended for wage- 
earners and was confined to the 
cheaper class But today anything from 
a two-room California house to a 
mansion with six tiled bathrooms can 
be bought on the monthly-payment 
plan. Thousands of aftractive bunga- 
lows, two-story chalets and preten- 
tious and artistic dwellings have been 
erected and sold on “easy terms.” 
Some of the high-class subdivisions 
in the exclusive districts, with parked 
and boulevarded streets and elegant 
residences, are handled in this way. 
According to the figures of the Los 
Angeles Building Department for the 
ten years ending December 31, 1918, 
building permits were issued for 57,- 
659 “class D frame,” one-story, one- 
and-a+half and two-story buildings, at 
a cost of $103,996,644, an average 
of about $1800 apiece. As buildings of 
this class are mostly dwellings, this 
means an average of at least 5000 new 
houses a year, for ten years, of the 
Class put up by the building com- 
panies.

The Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany has subdivided thirteen tracts 
into 2696 lots and has bunt. approxi- 
mately. 1245 houses for sale, aside 
from their other building operations. 
The California Real Estate Compeny 
has placed seventeen tracts on the 
market, with a total of about 3600 
lots, and has bullt 2200 houses on 
their own account and 5600 for others. 


Heights tracts there are now about 
26650 families. All their properties 
have been sold on very favorable 
terms, lots as low as $25 down and 
$10 per month, while the average 
price of their houses is stated to be 
$1300, with payments of from $60 to 
$75 down and from $12 to $17 per 
month. The McCarthy Company 
offered 3393 lots for sale and 

1238 houses. 

These are the clder companies. 
Many others might be named which 
have put up from fifty to 500 houses. 
In 1912 there were considerably over 
200 building companies and 
bullding companies listed. Many of 
these are no longer in active existence. 

There are no figures available to 
show the amount of capital expend- 
ed on these improvements, but very

and the material used in this 
has been a most important factor in 
the development of Los Angeles. The 


The value of the street work, grad- 
ing, curbing, sidewalks, sewers, etc., 
supplied by the companies for their 
subdivisicns is high in the millions. 
As an instance, the street improve- 
ments in a single forty-acre tract in 
the southwest, Gotham Park. cost 
$30,000. In many cases where the city 
water was not available, private wa- 
ter systems have been installed. Fre- 
quently a large bonus has been paid 
by the tract owners to secure a street 
ear extension. 

HOUSING PROBLEM. 

While the city’s housing conditions 
are not perfect, this opening up of 
ney districts and the steady increase 
of new houses, sold at a price that 
placed them within the reach of even 
the day labcrer, have prevented con- 
gestion. If street work that has been 
done by the building companies had 
been left to Individual taxpayers and 
the city, much of it would still be 
undone. The question of assessments 
is serious in buying property any- 
where, and is often »rohibitive where 
improvements are not «already com- 
pleted, as far as they can ever be 
completed, tn a rapidly-growing city. 

Herman Janss stated before the In- 
dustrial Commission last fall that sta- 
tistics show Los Angeles has a larger 
proportion of wage-earners owning 
homes than any other city in this 
country. This fact is largely due to 
the terms made possible by the com- 
panies. 

The opening up of large tracts by 
the bullding companies has not only 
increased the valuation of the prop- 
erty improved, but has added to the 
value of all contigucus territory. 
Street car extensions secured for the 
benefit of the subdivision have served 
territory that would have otherwise 
been slow in securing service. Sewers, 
water mains, gas and electric service 
furnished for these tracts have also 
supplied surrounding lands. 

But the greatest economic advan- 
tage is the conversion of renters into 
property cwners. The man or woman 
who owns a home, however small the 
equity may be, is a better citizen. 
Automatically, his interest in his own 
neighborhood and in civic affairs gen- 
erally increases, and he takes on a 
stability and self-respect which in- 
crease his value to himself and to the 


State. 
THINK FIRST. 

The advantages to the individual 
scarcely need to be enumerated. We 
all recognize that the truest home 
feeling is only possible when there is 
a sense of possession. The children 
who are growing up without any sense 
of belonging to a fixed and assured 
home are cut off from a heritage that 
belongs to them by right. There are 
also the more healthful physical and 
moral conditions secured by a de- 
tached house and a yard where chil- 
dren may play or work. Playgrounds 
and ‘civic centers” can never take th 
place of the home conditions. ; 

Still, the prospective purchaser 
should give the subject careful con- 
sideration before deciding on a piece 
of property and starting to make pay- 
ments. Location, neigh hood, trans- 
portation facilities should be studied. 
Convenience to work is an important 
factor. The matter of terms should 
be carefully considered. Above ali, 
the person with an income that justi- 
fles a $2500 investment should not at- 
tempt to purchase a $4500 house be- 
cause the payments are small. ‘It 
looks easy to pay down $200 or $300 
and then pay $25 or $30 a month; 
but, unless the money is in sight to 
make such payments, with reasonable 
certainty of increasing them sooner or 
later, it is a foolish speculation. Pay 
out on the $2500 place first—then you 
will be in a position to secure some- 
thing better. 

Before you buy any place, figure it 
out. If you contract to buy a place 
at $2500, paying $100 down and the 
balance at $20 a month, at the end of 
five years you will find your uity 
in the property is less than $6090. is 
looks like slow work, and it is. Yet, 
if you had rented, you would have 
paid out $1200 and had nothing for it. 
In all probability the property has in- 
creased in value, probably in part 
through improvements, so you could 
sell your equity for more than you 
have put into it. 

As a matter of fact, it is not often 
that a place is paid out for on the 
original basis. When it is realized 
that every dollar paid in the first few 
years means a dollar saved in interest, 
new ways of saving are discovered, 
new sources of income are found. 
Case after case might be cited where 
people who have started to buy on 
small installments have increased their 
payments and secured a clear title in 
half the time anticipated. 

Some of the companies now give 
a title to the property to start with, 
taking a mortgage and trust deed as 
security. With others a contract is 
used. In either case, if for any rea- 
son it becomes desirable to make a 
change or impossible to meet the pay- 
ments, the equity in the property may 
be transferred, and this is done.

IDEAL JOURNAL 
IS CREATIVE. 
VETERAN CHICAGO | EDITOR 


GIVES HIS IDEAS OF MOST 
USEFUL NEWSPAPER. 
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“If a newspaper reaches its highest 
usefulness it must be something more 
than a mirror to reflect the signs of 
the times,” declared B. B. Herbert, 
veteran newspaper editer of Chicago, 
at the Huntington recently. “It must 
create interest in public improvements. 
The greatest newspapers of the day 
are those that have taken the initia- 
tive in important programmes. 

“When I became a newspaper edi- 
for in 1874 in Red Wing Minn., most 
of the journals of the day gave the 
preference to the news from a dis- 
tance. The first issue of my paper had 
250 local items by actual count. My 
competitor had only five local items 
on the same day. The idea of home 
service must dominate the policy of 
the successful journal. The ideal news- 
paper, of course, is the one that gives 
the news of the whole world without 
the preference to the local field.” 

Mr. Herbert is editor of the Na- 
tional Printer-Journalist, the official 
organ of the National Editorial Aaso- 
ciation, which will hold a convention 
in Los Angeles June 29 to July 4. He | 
was the founder and first president of 
the organization. It was estabilehed in 
New Orleans in 1884. Mr. Herbert is 
in Los Angeles to complete arrange- 
ments for the convention. About 500 
newspaper editors and publishers are 
expected to be present. 

Mr. Herbert went to Red Wing in 
1865, where he founded the Daily Re- 
publican. He assisted in organizing 
several successful business enterprises 
in the Minnnesota city, including a 
stoneware company, which is now a 
$2,000,000 concern, building associa- 
tion, flourmil!l and furniture factory. 

“The National Editorial Association 
helped to make California famous,” 
Mr. Herbert continued. “We met in 
convention in San Francisco in 1892 
and toured the State. We were given 
a royal reception in Southern Call- 
fornia and showered with fryits and 
flewers. So great was the impression 
made on the editors that they went 
home and began to boost for Califor- 
nia. It was about that time that South- 
ern California came into prominence 
as a mecca for tourists.”

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FROZEN FEET 
CAUSE SUFFERING. 


HUNDREDS OF DEPOTS BEHIND 
LINES WHERE SOLDIERS 
MAY RECOVER.

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Frozen or swol- 
len feet are so common among sol- 
diers living in the trenches that hun- 
dreds of depots have been established 
behind the line for the repose of 
these lamed soldiers, who are other- 
wise still in perfect fighting condition. 
There they rest from fcur to eight 
days before they are able to return 
to the trenches. 

In addition to the action of water 
and mud the men ve suffered 
cruelly from the cold. The explorer, 
Dr. J. B. Charcot, son-in-law to the 
het, Victor Hugo, has suggested the 
use of a very big shoe. Pclar explor- 
ers never found their shoes large 
enough, he said, and in all cases of 
froat-bitten feet the cause could be 
traced to tho tightness of the foot 
wear, confining the foot so that it 
cannot by ite own exercise accelerate 
the circulation of the blood. This, Dr. 
Charcot thinks, is the difficulty with

SKOPYLE (Servia) Jan. 10.—Ser- 
via, once the focal point of the Eu- 
ropean war, but later almost lost to 
view in the maelstrom which swept 
the greater powers into the struggle, 
gives ample evidence of having borne 
her just proportion of the sacrifices of 
the nations. Suffering on all sides is 
intense, but the spirit of the troops 
is undaunted. 

Since the recent defeat of the Aus- 


trians freed Servian soll of invaders, 
plans have rapidly gone forward for 
the next move in the great game of 
war — the offensive. Hundreds of 
wounded soldiers in the hospitals have 
told the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press that they feel their sec- 
ond life purpose will be lost if they 
are unable to help in the deliverance 
of their kinsmen on Austro-Hungarian 
territory. The Servian offensive will 
be shared by the Russians and the 
hope is expressed here and at Nish 
that Rumanian troops also will be in 
the column hurled across the Hun- 
garian frontier. 

The motto of the Servian army ts 
“Something to defend; something to 
reclaim.” The something to defend 
was the independence of their king- 
dam. The something to reclaim is 
that part of the ancient Servian em- 
pire which even after the victories 
over the Turks and Bulgatfs stil! lies 
outside the limits of the Servian king- 
dom. 

AMONG THE PRISONERS. 


The traveler in Servia is somewhat 
dazed at first to discover among the 
prisoners of war a large percentage of 
Serbs of the purest race and tongue. 
Living in Austrian territory they were 
forced to serve in that army until a 
surrender gave them the opportunity 
to serve their own country. Some are’ 
helping in the millitary hospitals, 
while others are doing scout and 
— duty along the Albanian bor- 

er. 

Lying far beyond the European war 
center, Servia seemed a difficult des- 
tination for a journey beginning at 
New York, but experience proved eas- 
ler than anticipation. Belgrade, the 
front door of the Balkans, was impos- 
sible indeed, but Salonika, the back 
door, was found hospitably open. In 
wartime back doors andvside alleys are 
apt to be safer and quicker means of 
getting about than guarded doors and 
fortified fronfters. 

With Paris easily attained, the rail 
journey from there to Brindisi, via 
Turin and Milan, differed little from 
what it might have been in ordinary 
times. The crowds of uniformed sol- 
diers at the stations and the remark- 
able number of women in mourning, 
however, gave evidence of the changes 
of the past f-w months. Swift little 
Italian steamers make the journey 
from Brindisi to Salonika an enjoyable 
one, ending always with an inspiring 
view of Mt. Olympus, upon which the 
Greek peasants still believe the ancient 
gods sit in Judgment over the fate of 
Greece. 

TRAINS COMFORTABLE. 


Clean, comfortable, first-class cars 
take the traveler from Salonika to 
Djejell, at the Servian frontier. A 
change of trains at this point brings 
no deterioration in railroad facilities. 
These trains are daily crowded with 
Servians of the better class who left 
their homes in the tnterior during the 
Austrian invasion, but are returning to 
them, assured it is safe to do so. 

At Diejeli the chief of customs, Mr. 
Simitch, invited the correspondent of 
the Associated Press, together with 
other foreigners, into his office, where 
Turkish coffee and cigarettes were 
served. This courtesy was repeated by 
Officials at nearly every station where 
the train stopped, and is one with 
which the traveler meets in all parts 
of the Balkans. . 

A splendid new municipal buflding 
at Djejeli was converted into a hospital 
soon after the war began. As soon as

LADY PAGET'S PARTY. 

In the party of doctors and nurses 
taken out to Servia last November by 
Lady Paget was an American, Mr. 
Markoe, whose father and grandfather 
were New York surgeons. This party 
arrived in time to care for the thous- 
ands of wounded Servians and Aus- 
trian prisoners sent down from the 
front in the battles which drove the 
Austrians from Beigrade. Every avail- 
able space in the general hospital was 
filled with straw. As many as three 
persons slept under one blanket. Lady 
Paget's party, which had taken 
charge of the general hospital here, 
consisted of more than fifty persons, 
surgeons, nurses, orderiles and serv- 
ants. Their work ie regarded by the 
Servians as invaluable. 

If it were not for the pitiable suf- 
ferings of the thousands of homeless 
people, seen everywhere, who do not 
beg, but sit around in wretched 
groups, mutely enduring their misery, 
it might be said that Skopyle wears a 
gala air, so proud are the Servians of 
the recent victories of their army.

LONDON, Jan. 25.—The British 
Official Eyewitness, In his latest dis- 
patch, refers to the number of charms 
and amulets which have been collect- 
ed from priscners.

Not a few of the prisoners are in 
possession of so-called “prayers,” 
which are really written charms 
against death, wounds, diseases a: 

One such docu- jj 
ment mehtioned by the official eye- 
| witness begins thus: 

“A powerful prayer, whereby one 
is protected and guarded against 
shot and sword, against visible and 
invisible foes, as well as against all 
manner of evil. May God preserve me 
against all manner of arms and 


weapons, shot and cannon, long and 
short swords, knives or daggers, or 
carbines, halberds and anything that 
cuts or points, against thrusts, ra- 
piers, long and short rifles, cr guns 
and such like, be it iron or steel, brass | 
or lead, ore or wood.” After further 
circumlocution, the list goes on to 
include “all kinds of evil 

from a blow from behind, from witch- 

craft and poisoning.” |

DUCKS PREVENT MALARIA. 


They are Special Enemies of the 
Mosquito and Destroy the Insects 

During the Larval Stage. 

[Washington Star:] To the average 
citizen, the humble duck seems to play 
a purely passive part in maintaining 
human life, and means nothing but a 


dollar and a quarter a plate or some- 
thing difficult to carve. But an Amer- 
iean doctor has made the important 
discovery that ducks are among the 
most effective enemies of the insects 
that endanger human life in all low 
and marshy countries. The mosquito 
is well known to be the chief agent in 
the dissemination of yellow fever and 
malarial germs, and sanatariums have 
devised many and devious ways of de- 
stroying these insects in the larval 
stage, when they live in the water and 
are popularly known as “wigglers.”

In the 
experiments which have been tried, 
ordinary mallards were used, and the 
Wissler population was allowed to 
multiply before the ducks were placed 
in the pond. Gold fish also were tried 
first as exterminators, but they seemed 
to live happily with the wigglers. The 
ducks, however, quickly cleaned up 
the wiggiers and then started in on 
the gold fish. In the opinion of those 
who conducted the experiments, the 
mallard has proved his right to a 
higher destiny than the platter and 
probably will hereafter be a feature, 
both useful and ornamental, of ail 
ponds and waterways in 
cities.

RUSSIAN VS. TURK 
IN THE BLACK SEA. 


RELATIVE STRENGTH OF THEIR 
NAVIES DEPENDS ON 
| THE GOEBEN,

LONDON, Jan. 28.—Recent reports 
that the Sultan Jawus Selim, formerly 
the German battle cruiser Goeben, 
had been put out of action for at least 
several months by torpedoes or mines 
in the Bosphorus still lack confirma- 
tion, but failure to hear of any move- 


ments of the battle cruiser, has led 
British naval experts to believe the 
report of her disablement is true. 
The relative strength of the Russian 
and Turkish naval forces in the 
Black Sea is greatiy affected if the 
Sultan Jawus Selim is seriously dis- 
abled. At the outbreak of the war 
the vessel was accounted one of the 
erack warships kt the German navy, 
and did serious damage to British 
and French ports in the Mediterran- 
ean before she was turned over to the 
Turks. 
British naval experts declare that 
the removal of the Sultan Jawus 
Selim as a fighting force would leave 
the balance of power in the Black 
Sen to the Russians, and leave Turkey 
without the sea transport which is 
vital for her. 
The Russians possess five battle- 
ships in the Black Sea. These are 
the Evstafii, Ioann Ziatoust, Pan- 
telimon, Rostislav and Tri Svyatitelya, 
of which the first two are elght and 
the others respectively fourteen, 
eighteen and twenty-one years old, 
mounting between the twelve 40- 
caliber twelve- nch guns, four 38 
caliber twelve-inch guns and four 45- 
caliber. ten-inch guns. Opposing 
these, the Turks have normally the 
Kheyr-Ed-Din Barbarossa and the 
Torgut Rets, two twenty-four-year-old 
former German ships, armed each with 
four 40-caliber eleven-inch guns and 
two 35-caliber eleven-inch guns. 
Reckoning naval strength in big 
guns, the Russians can oppose twenty 
to twelve of the Turks, if the Sultan 
Jawus Selim is not counted. Rut with 
that vessel Turkey has preponderance 
in numbers of bie guns, with the 
further advantage that ten of these 
guns are modern eleven-inch weapons 
mounted on one of the fastest and 
most modern battleships afloat.

JAMES. . Dane Bank George Doras 

AMES is the common, ordinary sort of 

money-making man, who, lacking real 

ability, makes good with something re 
sembling spectacular shrewdness; nor is he 
so much of a capitalistic genius as he fan- 
cles. Just when he’s thinking of measuring 
Napoleon's fame and ordering a bust for 
himself to be inscribed:

Parts of “James” are very well done: 
now and then we seem really to be in the 
midst of a gripping commercial novel, but 
such pleasant exhilaration is usually 
dissipated by the belterskelter action of 
the book—the author flies from one situation 
to another, lugs in dialogue as though he 
had measured to get the right proportion 
to balance the printed appearance of the 
book, rather than the right proportion to 
improve the story. 

The rushing, bouyant, confident character 
of James is shown very well; his action 
and his character are always congruous; 
but James is the only one in the book who 
is graphically drawn; Aubrey, the girl whom 
he should have loved, appears very vague— 
so vague in fact that she falls even to in- 
spire sympathy when by all the canons of 
fiction sentiment we should shed a tear 
or two for her. 

James, with his eye open for the main 
chance, learns something of the profit in 
patent medicine and the efficacy of printers’ 
ink. He concocts a hair restorer that is 
of no value, but writes advertisements that 
are. People eagerly tumble shillings and 
pounds into his treasury, and by branching 
out from his little village, he invades Lon- 
don, gets in with the money crowd. be 
comes a member of Parliament, and tries to 
“trim” some of his friends who are inter- 
ested in rubber stock. 

There is a certain virility and impetuosity 
manifest by the author that has a charm, 
though it gives the appearance of undue 
haste to be through with the story. The 
final situation, in which James makes love 
to save his bank account, is altogether too 
rapid. A character that is a comparative 
stranger to the reader is brought in at the 


last chapter to play an important role, and 


our sense of probability is given a severe 
wrenching while the author is working cer- 
tain mechanical shifts to bring the story to 
a semi-dramatic close. 


THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
GERMANY THE AGGRESSOR. 


THR NEW MAP OF EUROPE. By Herbert Adams 
Gibbons. The Century Company, New York. 


R. GIBBON’S prejudices are scholarly. 
He goes deep beneath the surface of 
politics, and brings to light the in- 
visible interlinear writings in the colored 
official books of the various governments. 
But, after all, much of what he tells is 
opinion and not fact. When he calls a 
British reply “fine and manly” he is not 
writing history, any more than when 
he says Germany deliberately prevented 
such negotiations as might have perpetu- 
ated peace. Let him tell us what the 
British reply is, and we will decide for our- 
selves whether it is fine and manly; let 
him present the evidence as best he can, 
and we will decide for our own satisfaction 
who is to blame for the disrupting aggres- 
sion. 

In many respects, howevef, “The New 
Map of Europe” is one of the best books 
that have appeared on the war. It perhaps 
more thoroughly reviews the conditions 
prior to the assassination of the Austrian 
heir than any other, and shows something 
of the significance that the Balkan states 
have in the causes of the war. 

Mr. Gibbons, for many years a resident 
in and student of Europe and especially of 
Turkey, conceives that aggresive German 
patriotism—the national schooling and edu- 
cational campaign to Incite the German peo- 
ple to claim their “place in the sun”—and 
the extreme preparedness for war, are the 
reasons why there were no diplomatic com- 
promises calculated to pregerve peace. 

Mr. Gibbons is comprehensive; he 
searches deep into the national policies, ex- 
plains the Russian aggression and protec 
tion of the Slavit Balkans, and amiable and 
successful Russian and British alliance in 
Persia; discusses the rivalry of Austria and 
Italy, showing why, although rivals, they 
combine to keep the Adriatic to themselves; 
gives much information on the many in- 
tricate alliances and reveals the persistent 
German influence in Turkey. 

The book is unquestionably worth while 
to any one who cares for a perspective on 
the European situation and is interested in 
the affairs that have influenced the conti- 
nent since the Congress of Vienna.

RS. DICKINSON’S book was not 

M hastfly prepared for the market created 

by the martial interest in German cul- 
ture. It is plainly the result of many years 
of study, in the course of which she won 
her Ph D., Heidelberg. Because of its 
comprehensive and authoritative nature, it is 

a book that seems due io become excessive- 

ly important, no matter what final arbt- 

triment the gods of war may make in 

Europe. If Germany is crushed, likely 

enough much of the country’s art will suf- 

fer, paintings will be lost or disappear; if 

Germany is victorious, Teutonic art will 

then assume a new significance and be 

viewed with renewed interest. 

Mrs. Dickinson naturally enough begins 
with the medieaval school of Prague when 
the early Germans made—tt does not seem 
to strong a word, although it is ours and 
not the author’s—hideous imitations of the 
Italian pictures. There is very little of that 
quality which is generally understood to be 
beauty in German art; nor is there any- 
thing so insipid as mere beauty, whether in 
a picture or in a face. Bacon ventured to 
say that real beauty must have some 
strangeness in its proportions, and whether 
or not German art is ever credited as real 
beauty, it must be acknowledged to have 
that which appears to us as strange in the 
proportions: and which to those infatuated 
with the work of Italian Renaissance and 
the more modern Pre-Raphaelite movement 
is distasteful—more like grotesqueries than 
paintings.

The Greatest Jurist. 

John Marshall was for thirty-four years 
Chief Justice of the United States, and with 
the exception of one book, which scarcely 
could be called biography, all of those 
written about his life were by contempor- 
aries, until The Neale Publishing Company 
recently brought out “The Political and 
Economic Doctrines of John Marsball,” by 
John Edward Oster, X. M., L.L.B., of the De- 
partment of Political Science at Columbia 
University. 

There are many features in Prof. Oster's 
book that never have been published be- 
fore—such as the many letters of Justice 
Marshall, some of his speeches and the sub- 
stance of his great decisions. The com- 
pilation is designed to clear away both the 
obscurity of certain decisions, and the ob- 
securities of the man. The author has pre- 
sented the Chief Justice as a very human 
creature with some rare gifts that have not 
been credited to him either by the living 
or the dead. Prof. Oster has attempted to 
clear up and elucidate the political and 
economic doctrines of Marshall, who was 
the master builder of the American political 
structure: and the author acknowledges 
that undoubtedly many of Marshali'’s de- 
cisions, however sound and great, were in- 
fluenced to some extent by Marshall's pre- 


udices and passions. 


Applying Psychology on the Czar. 

The Czar of Russia has the reputation 
of being an amateur student of psychology. 
In his leisure hours he consorts with those 
who are, or say they are, explorers of the 
twilight zone of human action. Now comes 
word that one of the greatest living psy- 
chologists, author of a dozen books on the 
subject and professor of psychology in one 
of America’s leading colleges, has written a 
book, “War and America,” in which the 
Czar’s motives an dmental processes are an- 
alyzed just as if he were an ordinary sub- 
ject. Prof. Munsterberg’s delightful book 
would make interesting reading in any event. 
It has an added interest from the fact that 
the author is a skilled psychologist writing 
about the psychological processes of psy-

line, Poe valiantly stood out in the face of 
much literary hostility. 

He usually stood out in the face of such 
hostility. No man could, as he did, publish 
a series of sincere sketches and estimates 
on the literary men and women of his day, 
analyzing not only the work of each, but 
also describing the physical characteristics 
and do it in plain words, without being 
bitterly disliked and noisily condemned. 

One of the reasons we think that the 
Stedman-Woodberry edition of Poe's Com- 
plete Works in ten volumes, now being 
published by Charles Scribner’s Sons, and 
distributed by subscription only, is the most 
desirable set of Poe’s writings procurable, 
is because these criticiams are given in 
full. The Stedman-Woodberry edition was 
the first complete edition of Poe's works 
to be brought out after Mr. Griswold (a 
contemporary of Poe) undertook to pub- 
lish them. Edmund Clarence Stedman and 
Prof. Charles Woodberry gave extreme at- 
tention to their edition first brought out 
some ten years ago, and which the Scrib- 
ner house is now adding to its “Library of 
Modern Authors.” All of the volumes have 
been printed from new plates, large type 
and on excellent quality of paper. In this 
edition may be found the complete as- 
sembling of Poe's known critical writings. 
It Is doubtful if they can be found, even 
by the most assiduous callector, elsewhere, 
and they are not only valuable for the ex- 
position of criticism, but are absolutely 
necessary to an exhaustive study of early 
American literature. 

Poe dealt with sweeping, positive state- 
ments—as do most men who believe in the 
efficacy of midnight oi) 2nd who see those 
with whom they disagree going to bed 
early and sleeping late. Prof. Woodberry 
aptly defines Poe's critical ability in say- 
ing he had a judicial mind but was seldom 


in a judicial state of mind. It galled him 
to see trucklers, twaddlers, imitators, rising 


to even a transient fame and acknowledged 
by a wide and prosperous popularity. No 
man, perhaps, was ever better fitted for the 
work. He had a mind keen as a razor, 
and at times not much broader, with which 


to disturb the smug complacency of literary | 


im postors. 

It is usual to credit one whom we admire 
with practically all desirable character- 
istics. Poe had many faults, literary faults, 
but he was one of the most sincere men 
who ever wrote. He never stooped; he 
wrought conscientiously and used words 
with a precision equal to Stevenson. He 
loved the strange and mysterious; quaint 
bits of ancient lore fascinated him, and it 
is rather disconcerting at times to find 
so much fragmentary erudition interspersed 
through his stories. His women were 
usually wraiths; his men unlike anything 
this side of hell and generally suffered as 
though they were not on this side. 

Nevertheless, he touched depths that 
many a sensitive mind plumbs for itself; 
there is a high order of intelligence which 
identifies itself with the somber psychosia. 


perhaps, more vividly exposed in his stories 


and poems than in those of any other 
author. | 

It may be sald that Poe occupies the nar- 
rowest pedestal in the Hall of Fame; he is 
chiefly known for few stories and fewer 
poems. He never wrote a novel, unless the 
Pym adventure could be taken as such. 
The poems are spiritually tragic and tuned 
to melancholy harmony. He did not allow 
the sound merely to echo the sense; he 
scorned the commonplace and could see 
nothing acceptable in Whittier’s verse or 
in Emerson's verse or prose. Poetry to him 
represented—as nearly as we can express 
it—musical imagery conveying the im- 
pression of exquisite sorrow. Perhaps it is 
a coincidence, but one may be induced to 
think that the consonant I.“ had a poetic 
fascination for him; excepting “The 
Raven,“ almost every one of his “weird” 
poems arc fllustrative of this: “Lenore,” 
“Eulalie,” “Annabel Lee,” “Ulalume.” No 
one—and almost every youthful poet and 
many elders have tried—has ever impris- 
oned such exquisite distress into poetry. 
We actually get pleasure out of the anguish 


he expresses, and for many people nothing 


more haunting has been met with than 
“Annabel Lee.” 

The best of his stories are well known. 
Except for satire, which is the laughter of 
the tragic, muse, he was never far from 
hypochondria. 

No man, whether he likes these stories 
or not, can well deny that quality which we 
have agreed to call gentus to Poe—not 
only for his imagination, but for his ability 
to project the phantasies of that imacina- 
tion Into the mind of the reader. And the 
remarkable thing is that at no time, in no 
scrap of writing, with all of his amazing 
conjectures and outlandish visions. does 
Poe ever appear ridiculous. We dislike him 
or we do not dislike him, but we never 
dislike him because he has failed to im- 
press us. 

He was born over a hundred years ago 
and was dead at forty. Many people who 
never read a half<iozen of his stories can 
tell more about his drunkenness than there 
is reason to believe. During his day men, 
less gentle of tongue than now, and espe- 
cially authors whom he wounded, were 
given to retaliating for severe literary 
criticiam by exercising rumors relative to 
the moral dereliction of the critic. 

For many years Poe was a common, 
ordinary hack: but he never wrote like a 
hack. He put sincerity and art into every 
line and often went hungry for it, so that 
near the end of his life, even as near the 
beginning, he and his family were objects 
of charity.

Now that oranges are plentiful and 
cheap one should make the most of 
the opportunity and serve them in 
as many pleasing ways as possible.

There is no fruit more wholesome, as 
well as appetizing, and the methods 
of serving them are practically lim- 
less, The following recipes may 
serve as suggestions to the busy 
housewife in providing a variety. Or- 
anges as well as all other fruit should 
be well washed before using, even 
though they look clean, one cannot 
tell what hands they may have passed 
through. 
very effective in cleaning oranges and 
lemons or anything having a rough 


skin.

Orange Shortcake. 
Peel six sweet oranges, removing 
the white pith and seeds, and cut 
them in small pieces, cover with one 
cupful of powdered sugar, and let 
stand while you make the crust. Sift 
together one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour. two teaspoonfuls of baking pow- 
der. and one-half teaspoonful of salt 
Rub in one tablespoonful of butter, 
and mix with one cupful of sweet 
milk and the well-beaten yolk of one 
ege, then mix in the stiffly whipped 
white of the egg. Bake in a well- 
buttered dripping pan for twenty-five 
minutes, or until done, then remove 
to a hot platter. With a coarse, 
white thread split the cake into two 
layers, butter them plentifully, and 
spread the orange sauce between and 
on top, sprinkle with sugar, and 
serve with whipped cream. 
Orange Cake. 

Cream one-half cupful of butter 
and two cupfuls of sugar, add the 
well-beaten yolks of four eggs and 
the whites of two, one cupful of wa- 
ter or milk, the grated rind, juice 
and pulp of one large orange, and 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder 
sifted with three cupfuls of flour.

One and one-half cupfuls of gran- 
ulated sugar, one-half cupful of but- 
ter, one well-beaten egg. the grated 
rind and juice of two oranges, one- 
half cupful of sweet milk, one tea- 
spoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls 
of cream of tartar, and flour to make 
a dough to roll.

with a cupful of sugar (scant;) add 
a top crust and bake. 


Orange Custard Pie. 

Beat one cupful of sugar and two 
tablespoonfuls of butte: to a light 
cream, add four well-beaten esse, the 
grated rind and juice of two oranges, 
and, lastly. one cupful of cream 
whipped stiff. Mix lightly, and pour 
into a plate lined with pastry and 
bake about twenty-five minutes. 

Orange Meringue Pic. 

Dissolve one heaping tablespoonful 
ef corn starch in three of cold water 
and add it to one cupful of boiling 
water, cook until clear, add one cup- 
ful of orange juice, a little of the 
grated rind, the juice of one lemon 
and sugar to suit the taste. When 
cool, stir in the well-beaten yolks 
of two eggs, pour into a plate lined 
with pastry, cover the top with a 
meringue made of the whites of the 
eges whipped aiff with two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, and bake. 


Orange and Apple Pie. 

Line a pie plate with nice pastry, 
and place in it a layer of peeled and 
sliced oranges, sprinkle with sugar, 
add a layer of peeled and sliced ap-

Cook two tablespoonfuls of minute 
tapioca in three cupfuls of milk for 
fifteen minutes; then add one-half 
cupful of sugar, a little salt and two 
well-beaten eegs, and remove from 
the fire. Peel four large oranges and 
cut into small pieces, put them into 
a buttered pudding dish, sprinkle 
with sugar and some of the grated 
rind; pour the taploca custard over 
them, and bake until well done.

The latest proposition of those who

This, it strikes the Fact and 
Comment man, is a piece of absurd- 
ity. There ig no more excuse for clas- 
sifying the ordinary flat as a tenement 
than there is for letting the State 
take over the supervision of the con- 
struction of private homes. In fact, 
it has been suggested by the advocates 
of the former plan that private resi- 
dences should come under the same 
restrictive supervision. 


Let "Em Alone. 

The fiat, as it ie now being built in 
Los Angeles, is a highly desirable type 
of building. There was a time, it is 
true, when flats in this city left a 
great deal to be desired from a pure- 
ly artistic point of view, but this de- 
fect has been largely remedied and 
is being constantly minimized. The 
day of the box-like flat that was set 
obtrusively out against the sidewalk 
line has all but passed. Today the et- 
forts of the buliders are directed to-

ward the construction of flats that as plain to reasonably-inclined per- 


stand back on a line with the neigh- 
boring private residences and which 
resemble, as nearly aa possible, large 
two-story dwellings. 


There are flats in Los les 
which are architectural gems and a 
source of pride to the localities in 
which they have been bullt. The resi- 
dents of attractive neighborhoods no 
longer shudder as they once did at 
the suggestion that a flat is to be 
erected in their midst. The builders 
themselves have discovered that ten- 
ants have a decided antipathy toward 
flats in which the homelike atmos- 
phere is missing. More and more 
are those wishing to make this form 
of investment turning to capable ar- 
chitects for their plans. A consider- 
able article might be written on the 
evolution of the fiat In this city. 

Wherefore the need of regulation? 
The fiat is getting to be more and 
more of an artistic success in the nat- 
ural course of things. There is plainly 
no need of interference on this score, 
even if it were a function of the law 
to censorize the designs of this kind of 
privately-owned buildings. It is just

EDUCATIONAL LINES. 

This work will range from kinder- 
garten training, aided by motion pic- 
tures, to inatructing in agriculture, 
technical subjecta, manual and voca- 
tonal training, applied arts, etc., in 
the public schools. Among the many 
features of this work to which espe- 
clal attention has been given are the 
remarkable systems of vocational 
training and rotation of desk work 
with outside activities, as developed 
at Gary, Ind.; moving pictures in 
schools and for teaching engineering: 
schools for the defective; the school 
as a social center, commercial and 
correspondence schools, humane edu- 
cation, centralized control of all 
schools from one center, as in New 
York; consolidated rural schools, 
demonstrated by Utah and Indiana; 
physical and military training, labora- 
tory work and higher education of 
women. 

There are nine groups of exhibits, 
each comprising about six classes. 
Flementary education will include the 
kindergarten, elementary schools, 
training and certification of teachers, 
continuation schools. vacation and 
evening schools, vocational education 
and so forth. 

Becondary education win be de- 
scribed by displays illustrating high 


school and academy work, manual! 


training and commercial schools, leg- 
isiation organization, teachers’ train- 
ing. building, supervision and meth- 
ods. Under higher education will be 
shown the work of colleges, uni- 
versities, professional, scientific, tech- 
nical and engineering schools, - 
braries, museums, inspection boards 
and examinations, with legislation, 
administration, plang and models of 
buildings and related subjects. 

The fourth group, special education 
in fine arts, will be illustrated in a 
number of rooms, each built, equipped 
and decorated by the schools of one 
city and each illustrating one sort of 
applied art, such as pottery, textile 
work, modeling, furniture and decora- 
tion. Methods in music, Conservatory 
work and art instruction will be ex- 
plained. 

Agriculture and gardening will be 
features. An elaborate display will 
be made by the various States, illus- 
trating agricultural education in ele- 
mentary and high schools. Other 
groups will include education in com- 
merce and industry: education of the 
sumnormal will, covering institutions 
for the deaf, blind and other defect- 
ives: summer schools, extension 
courses, expeditions and investiga- 
tions, text-books and school furniture. 

The United States government will 
make an elaborate display, including 
the work of many of the agricultural 
stations throughout the country. lowa, 
Minnesota, Kansas, Ohio, California, 
Utah, Argentina, Canada and Brazil 
will be particularly well represented. 
The government will also be repre- 
sented by elaborate general educa-. 
tion displays prepared by the national 
bureeus of education, covering na- 
tional problems, work in the District 
of Columbia and Alaska and among 
the Indians and 

New York will have a monumenta! 
working exhibit illustrating by a thir- 
ty-foot electric dotted relief map and 
other ingenious means, her new sys- 
tem of centralized control of public 
Missouri, on the 
other hand, will mustrate decentral- 
ized control; Illinois will specialize on 
standard and superior schools: Indi- 
ana, Utah and Oregon will devote a 
large area to consolidated rural 
schools, while Wisconsin will show 
the splendid mehods and result of her 
work in the line of educational exten- 
sion. 

Massachusetts will specialize on ex- 
hibits of her vocational training meth-

HOW CONSULS 


Extremely V aluable. 


Reports of Great Value to 
the Business W orld. 

Activities are Manifold in 
All Foreign Countries. 


— 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Feb. §.—The war in Europe 
has brought the American diplomatic 
and consular service very prominent- 
ly, before the people of this country, 
and n has seemed that the principal 
mission of our representatives abroad 


consul, from almost any viewpoint. 
is to promote the commercial inter- 
ests of the country. 

There does not seem to be a place 
in the whole world where business 
has not been deranged because of the 
war. Old markets are closed. old 
sources of supply have ceased to fur- 
nish goods, and everywhere there is 
coiling on a realignment of trade chan- 
nels. Much effort is being put forth by 
the State Department to gather and 
disseminate to the commercial world 
as much information as possible re- 
garding the requirements of foreign 
countries. 

It is not at this time 
to consider what manner of a ma- 
chine it is through which this gov- 
ernment keeps in touch with condi- 
tions and events abroad, and how, at 
a total expense to the nation of less 
than $2,000,000 a year for the diplo- 
matic and consular service, the for- 
eign commerce of the United States 
has grown to a figure somewhere 
around $3,000,000,000 a year and is 
still expanding enormously. 


TRADE EXTENSION. 


Our State Department considers 
trade extension the legitimate busi- 
ness of the country’s diplomats and 
consuls. And in the life of a consul, 
adaptability is something. but enter- 
prise is everything. It would be a dif- 
ficult thing to introduce Bacon's es- 
says, adding machines and metal fur- 
niture where the leading citizens stil! 
wear noe rings and ankiets, or even 
where they wear frock coats on state 
occasions, but go barefoot. Business 
enterprise can meet either situation. 
and there are said to be American 
firms which make little clay deities— 
“gods of things as they are,“ perhaps 
—and which furnish nose rings su- 
perior to any that were ever ham- 
mered out in a primitive forge. 

To look after American citizens in 
general when abroad, and American 
seamen in particular in foreign ports, 
to keep an eye on sanitary conditions, 
to watch for infringements of the 
pure food laws and prevent under- 
valuations of exports to the United 
States are all very important dutles 
but, after. all, it is in connection with 
our trade relations that the consuls 
are most valued. As said by Hon. Wil- 
bur J. Carr, director of the Consular 
Service, before the House Committee 
on Foreign Affairs: “If we need a pro- 
fessional army and navy to fight oc- 
casionally when our national inter- 
ests require it, how much more do 
we need professional diplomatic and 
consular officers to fight all the time 
for the things which keep our farm- 
ers busy and our factories running full 


time.“ 
PRESENT EFFICIENCY. 


And as to the present efficiency of 
the service, Mr. Carr said: 

“The impression in England is that 
the American consuls are far and 
away ahead of the English.” 

And while on the subject of foreign 
emulation, it may be added that Ger- 
many frankly watches our consular 
service and profits by its work, while 
Norway bullt up its consular service 
on the model furnished by that of the 
United States. 

The time has gone by when Amerit- 
can citizens abroad felt it necessary 
to appeal for protection to British or 
Jerman consuls. “Tf any such case 
occurs,” said one of the chiefs of the 
State Department, “I should like to 
hear about it.” His tone indicated 
that it would not be well for the con- 
sul who would be convicted of pos- 
seng a flexible back bone. 

The fact is that since 1906 the con- 
sular service of the United States has 
been bullt up into one of the finest 
trade-winning organizations in the 
world. With the largest number of 
salaried officers of any country the ex- 
pense for maintaining this service is 
probably less than that borne by any 
of the leading nations for a similar 
Nevertheless, by a careful 


purpose. 
system of selection, and by retiring 
incompetent and tnefficient offictal:, 


the service is being very greatly im- 
proved, and Secretary Bryan expec's 
that it will be still further improved 
as to its personnel and efficiency. The 
change of administration may or may 
not result in a change of policy. but 
Congress has intimated plainly that it 
aims to help make the consular serv- 
ice as efficient and as representative of 
the best American citizenship aa it 
possibly can.

ple, and that wherever possible the 
question of «4 closed shop will net be 
considered open to discussion or ar- 
bitration, and union men, in pursu- 
ance of this principle, will not be 
permitted to take employment in any 
shop or business where non-unicn 
men are employed. A very large per- 
centage of the strikes of recent years 
have had for their purpose, not in- 
crease of wages or decrease of hours, 
but the establishment of the closed 
shop, and this is true of the Colcrado 
strike, which has reached the propor- 
tions of civil war, and which the 
commission is at the present time in- 
vestigating. The public has heard 
with much reiteration, and has heard 
with sympathetic ear, the claims and 
the demands of closed-shop tinionism, 
and there is little danger that such 
claims or demands wil! be either mis- 
conceived or misinterpreted. 

“The objecticn most frequently and 
strongly stated by the open-shop em- 
ployer, not to trade agreements. but 
to closed-shop trade agreements, was 
the fact that the union itself was 
legally trresponsible. If it invaded the 
rights of others unlawfully, it could 
not be sued and damages recovered 
from the funds in its treasury. Of 
ccurse, its individual members might 
be Hable, if their participation or 
acquiescence in the unlawful act 
could be shown, but damage sauits 
against a large number of individual 
workers are obviously impracticable.

NO SQUARE DEAL FOR ALD. 


Union Labor Demands That It be a 
Privileged Class and Exempt from 
Penalties of Law-breaking. 

[Detroit Free Press:] Speaking re- 
cently before the National Boot and 
Shoe Manufacturers’ Association, for- 
mer President Taft declared union 
labor has attempted to establish itself 
as a privileged class. There is scarcely 
room for argument on this point. The 
fact is self-evident. At the very open- 
ing of his career as a Cabinet officer, 
Secretary of Labor Wilson delivered a 
speech before the convention of the 
American Federation of Labor in 
which he set forth definitely the ideas 
and aims of unionism, repudiated the 
old cry of a “square deal for all,” and 
substituted the slogan special consid- 
eration for Us.“ Recognizing its 
strength with the party in power in 
Washington, union labor from that 
time quit asking an equal chance with 
others and demanded exclusive privi- 
lege for itself. The leaders of trades 
unionism do not desire justice and 
equality, they aspire to despotism. 
They make no plea for laws which 
will treat all alike, they ask—in fact, 
they demand—legisilation which will 
exempt them from the penalties for 
law-breaking that are to be visited 
upon their rivals. 

This spirit has shown itself tn ge- 
ernmental circles, not alone in the 
address of the Secretary of the Labor 
Department to which we have re- 
ferred, but in the consistent attitude 
of the department, which sometimes 
seems to be governed more by the 
President of the American Federation 
of Labor than by the President of the 
United States. The last report of 
Secretary Wilson was plainiy biased 
in favor of a class as against the peo- 
ple as a whole, a fact which must 
have been instantly apparent to any 
citizen of Michigan who read its ridic- 
ulous comments on the upper penin- 
sula copper strike. 

Among the labor lobbyists in Wash- 
ington—the only lobbyists who are not 
“pernicious’—the attitude has been 
largely one of attack, not upon op- 
pressors, but upon victims they are 
endeavoring to despoil. Special ex- 
emption, immunity from the operation 
of the criminal code, this is also their 
aim, witile the provisions of the pro- 
posed seamen’s bill contemplate noth- 
ing less than destructive graft. 


THE DANBURY HATTERS.

Another interesting feature brought 
out by our Investigation is that wa- 
ter can be obtained every few miles 
along the desert portion of the road.

{Japan Times:] China is a vast 
country, and from the point of the 
spoken language the population may 
be regarded as belonging to several 
different countries. In a different 
province speaking a different tongue 
the Chinese are quite helpless to 
make themselves understood by their 
fellow-countrymen. The mandarin 
language is comparatively widely 
spoken throughout China though with 
more or less alterations in tone in dif- 
ferent provinces. It is spoken in 
Chill, Shantung, Shansi, Hunan, Hu- 
peh, Szechuan, Yunnan and some 
other localities.. On the other hand 
Shekiang and Kiansu, Kwantung, Fu- 
kien and Kwangsi speak different dia- 
lects which are completely foreign to 
each other. There is a story that a 
Cantonese in Peking wanted to make 
small purchases, and tried several 
stores but he falled in making them 
understand even a word spoken by 
him. Fortunately he spoke English, 
and a Japanese student who spoke 
both English and the Peking language 
interpreted for the Chinaman for 
shopping. A secretary of the Chinese 
legation in Tokio, with whom a rep- 
resentative of the Japan Times was 
talking on this and other subjects, 
recognized this story as very likely, 
saying it would take a year or more 
for the Cantonese to overcome the 
difference of dialects. With respect 
to the Chinese students In Japan the 
secretary said that “they are, of 
course, being sent from different 
provinces, but being in tender age 
they can overcome the difficulty in no 
time despite they have different dia- 
lects from each other.” 

Continuing, the secretary went on, 
“The Chinese students in Japan had 


reached about 18,000 after the Russo- 


Japan war, but decreased to about 
8000 in the year subsequent to the 
first revolution of China. The grad- 
vates from Japanese schools are 
abundant in China, and from this and 
financial reasons they are now about 
between 4000 and 5000, Including pri- 
vate and official students. Matority 
of the official students are studying 
in the Waseda University, and after 
graduating they will be appointed 
judges and executive officials accord- 
ing to their respective courses of 
study. They are bound to be in gov- 
ernment services for four years, but 
the rule is not strictly observed. The 
students who are sent to America for 
study by the Chinese government are 
increasing, and the number has now 
reached about 300."

Strangely enough there is no sharp
